1 . Claims 5-8 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 8. Since a generic 
claim has not been found allowable, the nonelected species have not been examined. 

2. This application contains claims 5-8 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in 
Paper Nos. 7 and 8. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by DERWENT 
ACC-NO 1984-310511. 

5 . DERWENT ACC-NO 1 984-3 1 05 1 1 teaches a method of producing a ceramic 
honeycomb body having a construction of alternately plugged cells by: filling plugging material 
(e.g. wax) into alternate channels at an end of the honeycomb; immersing an end face of the 
honeycomb body into a plugging slurry; drying and sintering the plugged honeycomb body such 
that the plugging material (e.g. wax) is removed. 
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6. Claims 2-4 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
